store, says a Delhi {N. Y.) correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun. They are a 
race entirely to themselves and live in 
tho wilderness far away from any other 
human habitation, if their own habita- 
tions may be dignified with the name of 
human, for they are the rudest of huts, 
built of old tree-trunks, brush, mud 
and odds and ends of slabs and other 
refuse lumber. None of these huts are 
more than eight feet high, and •him- 
neys or windows are unknown to them.

They 
bring- fish, game, furs, nuts and berries 
into the Slayback store and trade then) 
for such things us they require, and 
their wants are few. Tobacco, pork and 
ammunition arc the chief items in their 
supplies. They all chow and smoke, the 
women and children as well as the men, 
and the stronger the tobacco'the bet- 
ter it suits them. They are not given 
much to strong- drink, but even under 
the stimulation of alcohol they are dull 
and sullen. A; peculiarity of these 
half-savages is their indisposition to 
talk. Whether they are communica- ^ 
tive among themselves Is not known, 
but with others they use no words be- 
yond what are necessary in their busi- 
ness dealings. There are many mutes 
among the children of the present gen- 
eration and.deformities are almost the 
rule- 


Tho moment a stranger approaches 


any of the huts of this colony, every 
man, woman or child -who may be in 
sight instantly scurries away and dis- 
appears, but presently unkempt heads 
will be. seen .cautiously appearing at 
chinks and cracks in the ramshackle 
hovels and vtild eyes will peer out at 
the intruder. There are no useful do- 
mestic animals to be seen anywhere 
about, but many wolfish-looking-dogs, 
as wild and suspicious as their owners, 
crowd and whine about the huts. The 
complexion of this strange tribe is uni- 
formly a muddy yellow in color. It is 
a singular fact that, notwithstanding 
the lack of moral sense and responsi- 
bility among those degraded people, 
they have apparently no inclination 
for the commission of crime vgainst 
the community at large, as the records 
of the courts for half a century show.

The society has been do- 
ing good work among the heathen, and 
ladv missionaries have succeeded in 
gaining footholds where mbii have 
failed. 


Mrs. 
T. J. Pursell then told" some- 


thing about the Sixth street society, 
which was organized in the fall o£ 1870, 
a little over a .year after the 
first 


society., The societyjhas raised since 
its organization over §1,700 for the mis- 
sion field and last year gave $120. 
They meet reguliirly and are ever 
doing something to advance the cause 
of Christ among the heathen. 
After a 


delightful duet by Mrs. Mann and Mrs. 
Kinney, the main address of the even- 
ing was delivered by Mrs. Anna ISing, 
a returned missionary from Japan. The 
latter is a charming speaker, and her 
sweet, clear voice delighted and thrilled 
her heavers as she detailed the trials 
which confronted the Japan missionary. 
Mrs. Bing conveys to hec audience the 
impression that she is thoroughly 
wrapped up in her work, and conse- 
quently commands the closest atten- 
tion. 


She began her address by making an 


earnest plea for church members to in- 
terest themselves in the cause of mis- 
sions, saying Ihat interest at home was 
essential and necessary in order to 
carry on the work successfully abroau'. 


'•' We have advanced and done much good 


in the past and I fp.el that in the ten 
years to come the causa of Christ will 
advance with even greater rapidity. 
What we need is consecrated men and 
women, consecrated girls and boys, and 
consecrated pocketbooks all around. 
Then 
will 
we acheive 
the 
fullest 


measure of success. 


The islands of Japan look rather 


small on the map and people have an 
idea they do not amount to much. 
But 


they change their mind when they 
reflect that upwards of -10,000,000 pco-- 
ple live upon thcni. There are three 
or four 
large islands 
and several 


smaller ones in the kingdom. The mis- 
sionary work there is of comparatively 
recent, origin and the people are hard 
to reach. On&of the main reasons for 
this was that the Catholics and Jesuits 
were there years ago, and rendered 
themselves odious to the people and 
the government "by attempting to mix 
in the politics of the country and get 
control of the government. As a result 
they were ordered out of the country or 
were killed and severest measures were 
enforced against those who professed 
Christianity. As the natives class all 
Christians together, it was hard to gain 
foothold there. 
Finally we did so and 


we succeeded in establishing a school 
in one of the principal cities of 
the 


kingdom, for the training and educa- 
tion of girls, in IS7U. 
Thi1. school start- 


ed out with one scholar, but the num- 
ber rapidly increased and now we have 
150. The. building is entirely too small 
iind is now crowded, and we have been 
compelled to refuse a great many appli- 
cations for admission. The course of 
study consists of a systematic study of 
the Hible, and a general course, em- 
bracing Japanese, Chinese, English, 
etc. When a girl enters the school we 
do not at once insist on her renouncing 
the native religion. On the contrary, 
we leave her alone. 
All scholars arc 


required to attend Bible study recita- 
tions and we soon find that the girl is 
taking great interest in the study and 
asks many questions, and ultimately 
she professes Christianity. We have 
quite a number of scholarship pupils, 
these being educated on scholarships of 
5-JO a year each. We take them under 
contract with the parent or guardian, 
that they remain a certain number of 
years, and then bring them up in the 
faith. 
Upon these scholarship pupils 


we depend mostly for our teachers and 
helpers, and through them is much 
good tlone. 
People here do not realize 


what it is to give up a religion which 
your fathers have implicitly believed 
in for generations back, but when once 
we reach th« younger generation be- 
lore their characters have bueu formed 
the work is not so hard. The work 
goes on slowly at first, but as time goes 
by we will succeed in christianizing the 
islands.

If one of these hairs is viewed 
nder a microscope it will be seen that 
ts free end, after tapering to a very 
me degree of slimness, finishes as a 
ittle knob, while in the other dlrcc- 
,ion, 
after gradually becoming more 


robust, it suddenly expands into a largo 
mlb corresponding with the poison 
gland of the adder. 


The point of the hair, says Good 


Words, is very brittle, and contact 
with our skin causes the end to snap 
oft, leaving a hollow 
needle point 


which readily pierces our cuticle, and, 
pressing upon the bulb at the other 
end, tho poison is forced though the 
central 
channel and inflames 
our 


blood. Tho tcnderhandcd who stroke 
the nettle are stung for their pains, 
because their gentleness has only 
served to break the brittle points and 
render them fit for piercing, but tho 
rough-handed break the hairs at their 
thickest parts, where they are too 
stout to prick. 


Our common nettles, though they are 


capable of inflicting considerable an- 
noyance upon many persons, are too 
insignificant, nevertheless, to bo in- 
cluded among vegetable monsters, and 
we have only referred to them for the 
sake of making clear the enormities of 
some big cousins—giants of tho nettle 
family. 
These are, first, tho Urtica 


stimulaus and Urtica crenulata of the 
East Indies, species whose attack upon 
one's hand is sufficient to cause the arm 
to swell with a most frightful pain, 
which lasts for weeks. But even these 
are milk-and-water nettles by compar- 
ison with the Urtica urentissima.which 
grows in Timor, where it bears the sig- 
nificant title of Daoun setan, or devil's 
leaf. The effects of its sting last for a 
year and have often produced'death.

MTarrfilouB Force Obtained from MdBical 


Vibration. 


I, for one, believe, says a Boston 


Transcript correspondent, that we are 
on the eve of a great era of applicable 
force, and that the wasteful methods 
of steam and electricity will be rele- 
gated to a desuetxide such as has over- 
taken the stage coach. 


The grounds of my belief are based 


not wholly on hearsay, hut chiefly on 
a curious experience. A few days ago 
a young man living in the vicinity of 
Boston 
took roe to his room and 


showed me an apparatus which he hud 
himself constructed with amazing in- 
genuity and skill. The fundamental 
primurn mobile of this simple machine 
was musical vibration. I have no right 
to djoscribe the apparatus, but the force 
produced in an incredibly brief interval 
of time by means of a fiddle bow was so 
enormous that there seemed to bo no 
way of measuring it, and the chief dif- 
ficulty in the way of practical applica- 
tion lay in the regulation of this 
force, which, if directed full upon a 
human being,, the inventor believed, 
would instantly vaporize his body. A 
single drop of water confined in a hol- 
low stoll tube was resolved by a small 
fraction "of this possible energy into a 
motor capable of running an engine, if 
properly applied. 


It is woll known to nil scientific men 


that a cubic foot of atmospheric air 
contains latent (if one might use the 
term), or in suspension, force enough 
to kill a regiment. Musical vibration 
seems to set free a portion of this en- 
ergy, and its resources are infinite. 
If 


once they can be regulated it will be 
the simplest and most inexpensive way 
of doing all manual work, for U wiU 
require no heat. 


The young man who thought out this 


wonderful series of apparatus; is self- 
made, not having had great advan- 
tages of education; tat for pure genius, 
I think, whether as a practical in- 
ventor or as a theoretical experiment- 
er, he will take high rank among- the 
grett of the world.
